Status of Claims and Support, for Claim Changes 
Claims 1-36 and 38-55 remain pending. Claims 24-27, 36, 50, and 53 have been amended. 

No new claims have been added. All other claims remain the same. Reconsideration of the 

present claims is requested. 

Claims 24-27, 36, 50, and 53 have been amended to require that the drug-containing coat be 

"applied to and covering" the inert polymer coat. Support for this subject matter is found in the 

issued patent (Col. 6, line 16; Col. 17, line 57; Col. 18, lines 41-43; Col. 19, lines 37-39; Col. 20, 

lines 28-30; Col. 21, lines 46-48;), wherein the drug-containing coat has been "applied to" or 

"applied over" the inert polymer coat such that the two are "in contact with" or adjacent each other, 

i.e. the drug-containing coat is over, covers, adjacent or is. in contact with the inert polymer coat.
